M. Daguerre’s retort that if no debate was 
perm itted on his interpellatian public opinion 
would severely judge parliam entarism , and 
that the Chamber would exhibit a fear of 
universal suffrage, plovok ed an uproar.

de Cttssagnac’s denunciation of the Presi­ 
dent’s decision as an ignoble mock ery of jus­ 
tice added to the confusion and led to his 
censure by the Chamber. 
Fly fishermen and the owners of weirs 
on the Penobscot River in Maine arc ask ing ! 
“ W hy don’t we tak e more salm on?” 
Up to 
the present time the salmon have been tak en 
In only small quantities this season, and the 
dealers have hundreds of orders which they 
are unable to fill. 
Fish-Commissioner Still 
well think s that a recent washout injured the 
fly-fishing, yet that is all over, and the water 
is clear again. 
He says that the large quan­ 
tity of sawdust annually dum ped into the 
river from saw mills and the poisonous re­ 
fuse lrom the pulp m ills are undoubtedly 
having a very injurious effect on the salmon 
fishing, and that it is only a question of time, 
if the number of pulp-mills k eeps on increas­ 
ing, when the refuse from these mills will 
completely destroy the salmon fishing. 
In a recent sitting of the A ustrian Reichs- 
rath Count Scliouborn, M inister of Justice, 
said that he had instructed the Public Prose­ 
cutors to he more careful in confiscating news­ 
papers, and not to consider every criticism 
on the Government as “ inciting to hatred and 
contem pt against the authorities.”

tober last no fewer than t,29 5confiscations of 
newspapers have tak en place.

Salm on Scarce fit jPtnbbalrot R iv er—iff the 
C ham b er o f D e p u tie s—S ib erian Hail road'. 
M. Lagucrre gave notice in the French 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday that he would 
interpellate the Government in relation to the 
delay of the Senate in making a report in the 
case of General Boulanger. 
The President

To th » E d ito r a f th e Freem a n : 
In a com m unication m ade not long since, I re­ 
m ark ed th a t if the bluestone team s were allowed to 
draw th eir loads over our City stree ts it would be 
im possible to keep the said streets in order, roller or 
no roller, or words to th a t effect. 
My observations 
in this reg ard have only led to a firm er conviction 
th a t unless the City authoriiies shall dem and that 
th e tire of the vehicle shall bear in w idth a proper 
relation to the load sustained, no g ood streets can 
bo m aintained in this City over w nich the« « * loads 
a re draw n. 
The costly pavem ent in YVall-street, 
laid with so m uch care only a few y ears since, is 
now deeply indented with the tra ck s of these loads. 
This, how ever, is not a m a tte r of City concern, 
as it is on 
the 
line of 
the tram w ay , and is 
only 
m entioned 
as 
showing 
tho 
effect of 
th is 
kind 
of 
traffic. 
It 
is 
now 
being 
larg ely 
transferred 
over 
U nion 
and 
Has 
brouck-avenues to Ponekhoekie, via The Strand. 
How long can any decent stree ts be m aintained 
over this route with such loads traversing th e m ? 
O nly y esterday two loads of over seven tons passed 
th is w jy , ju st after a soaking rain, and these streets 
th a t w ere, when im proved, assessed on the adjoin­ 
ing prop erty , were injured to a very perceptible 
ex tent. 
Can the City afford it ? It seem s to me th at it can­ 
not.

h as since, in the nine following y ears, m ade a few- 
slig ht repairs. 
It is now about th e w orst street in 
th e City . 
But slill these stone team s, wi’.h four 
horses,’ m anag e to pull their loads of from four to 
ten tons over it. Tne sam e is true of th at part of 
D elaware-avenue between Union and Hasbrouek- 
avenues. 
Seven y ears ag o it w as im proved, and tho 
ex pense assessed on the adjoining property . 
Since 
th a t tim e not a shovelful of any thing like repairs 
has been put upon it. 
This is in the line of the 
present bluestone travel. 
W hat is proposed by 
th e Common Council to rem edy this state of thing s? 
The idea of m any of them seem s to be th at g oing to 
th e inordinate expense of purchasing a steam roller 
will bring about a reform . Their interest seem s to 
centre in top-dressing certain stree ts th at have J it tie 
travel, and buy ing a steam roller to pack this top- 
dressing into the sand. This m ay fillthe hill for cer­ 
tain sections, but for those whose property has been 
assessed for im provem ents it does not look like jus­ 
tice.

The above letter from Hon. Jam esG . Linds 
ley bring s prom inently forw ard the q uestion 
of the preservation of our streets. Union ave­ 
nue was paved at larg e cost, and seventy -five 
per cent assessed on the adjoining property . 
O ther streets have been paved in the same 
m anner. 
A fter such larg e expenditures, it 
is clearly the duty of the Com m on Council 
to protect these streets from injury and keep 
them in g ood order. 
B ut every one knows 
that Union avenue has not been kept in g ood 
order and is now in bad condition. 
The 
Common Council passes resolutions ordering 
about twice as much w ork on the streets as 
the w orking force employ ed by the city can 
do, and the result is the w ork is not done. 
F or w ant of attention on the part of the city 
authorities, wag ons carry ing seven tons or 
m ore, w ith the ordinary narrow tire, are al­ 
lowed to usu the avenue and cut it to pie­ 
ces, Unless this practice is prom ptly stopped, 
U nion Avenue, which should be a fine drive, 
w ill soon be in a worse condition than an or­ 
dinary country road, and the property which 
has paid larg e assessments for the purpose of 
having g ood streets will be g reatly injured. 
Iu no other city in the state will teams be 
perm itted to draw such heavy loads without 
using wide tire. 
The stone team sters may 
claim that they have a rig ht to use Union 
avenue, and other paved streets, but it may 
be said that twenty thousand people residing 
in this city also have some rig hts in the streets 
w hich 
they 
have 
paid 
for. 
If 
the 
stone team s must u-c Union avenue it should 
be under such reg ulations a-t to w idth of 
tire, as will prevent them from destroy ing 
the avenue. 
As the m atter now stands the 
city m ig ht better pay four tim es the cost of 
transferring these stone from the stone tram ­ 
way at W ilbur to other places in the creek, 
rather 
than have Union avenue ruined. 
N othing is more im portant to the city than 
g ood streets, and the Com m on Council can­ 
not act too q uickly in this im portant m atter.

It is a sing ular fact that in relation to every 
law for the restriction of the liq uor traffic 
there is universal expectation of devices for 
evading and breaking it. 
It is not so w ith 
laws on other subjects.

It is reserved almost exclu 
sively for the liq uor trade to do this. 
There 
never was a law enacted in relation to the 
business which it did not violate and defy . 
Even the Sabbath, which all other vocations 
respect and observe, is reg arded by it as an 
infring em ent upon valuable time, w hich is 
needed for business purposes. 
And y et sa­ 
loon men are surprised that the people reg ard 
th tir business as an evil and call for stouter 
laws ag aiust it. 
It is time to talk about en­ 
forcing ex isting laws, since the prospect of 
g etting belter ones is uot very flattering just 
at present. 
And if liq uor men do not desire 
more string ent leg islation, they should at 
least set the exam ple of law-abiding citizens. 
T he 
A m erican 
people 
do 
not 
like 
deliberate, 
persistent 
and

sional crim inals. 
And every law -breaker is 
a crim inal. 
Here is a definition of “ Crim e” 
from 
W ebster: “ Any violation of law, 
either divine or hum an; an omission of a duty 
which is com m anded, or the commission of 
an act which is forbidden by law .”

“ Crim inal” is one who is “ g uilty of crim e; 
tainted 
w ith crim e.” 
The M assachusetts

In a com m unication m ade not long since, I re­ 
m arked th a t if the bluestone team s were allowed to 
draw their loads over our City streets it would lie 
im possible to keep the said streets in order, roller or 
no roder, o r word* to that effect. 
My observations 
in this regard have only led to a firm er conviction 
th a t unless the City author!)Im shall dem and that 
the tire of the vehicle shall I war In width n protier 
relation to the load sustained, no good streets can 
be m aintained in this City over w uich these loads 
are draw n. The costly pavem ent in W all-street, 
laid with so much care only a few years since, is 
now deeply indented w ith the track s of tiles*; loads.

OUR STREETS. 


To th* E ditor a f the Freeman : 
In a com m unication made not long since, I re­ 
marked th at if the bluestone team s were allowed to 
draw their loads over our City streets it would be 
impossible to keep the said streets in order, roller or 
no roller, or words to that effect. My observations 
in this regard have only led to a firm er conviction 
that unless the City authoriiies shall dem and that 
the tiro of the vehicle shall bear in w idth a proper 
relation to the load sustained, no good streets can 
be m aintained in this City over w uich these loads 
are drawn. The costly pavement in W all-street, 
laid with so m uch care "only a few years since, is 
now deeply indented with the tracks of these loads. 
This, however, is not a m atter of City concern, 
as it is on 
th e 
line of 
the tram w ay, and is 
only 
mentioned 
as 
showing 
the 
effect of 
this kind 
of 
traffic.

Bow long can any decent streets be maintained 
over this route with such loads traversing them ? 
Only yesterday tw o loads of over seven tons passed 
this way, just after a snaking rain, and th**se streets 
that were, when improved, assessed on the adjoin­ 
ing property, w ere injured to a very perceptible 
extent. 
Can the City afford it » It seems to me th a t it can­ 
not.

and scraped an d coddled in wet w eather. If this 
avenue is in such condition, what shall be said of 
other streets th a t receive no such attention? Part 
of the lower end of Ilashrouck-avenue v as i he first 
street on w hich Telford was laid. F or the first ten 
years the City did nothing to keep it in repair. It 
has since, in the nine following years, m ade a few- 
slight repairs. 
It is now about the w orst street in 
the City. 
But si ill these stone team s, w ith four 
horses, m anage to pull their loads of from four to 
ten tons over it. The same is true of th at part of 
Delaware-avenue between Union and Hasbrouck- 
avenues. Seven years ago it w as im proved, and the 
expense assessed on the adjoining property. Since 
that time not a shovelful of anything like repairs 
has been put upon it. This is in the line or the 
present bluestone travel. W hat is proposed by 
the Common Council to remedy this state of things? 
The idea of m any of them seems to be th a t going to 
the inordinate expense of purchasing a strain rollei 
will bring about a reform. Their interest seems to 
centre in top-dressing certain streets th a t have,little 
travel, and buying a steam roller to pack this top- 
drossing into th e sand. This may fillthe bill for cer­ 
tain sections, but for those whose property has been 
assessed for im provem ents it does not look like jus­ 
tice.

WHERE CRIME IS ALWAYS EXPECTED. 


The above letter from Hon. James G. Linds 
ley brings prominently forward the question 
of the preservation of our streets. 
Union ave­ 
nue was paved at large cost, and seventy five 
per cent assessed on the adjoining property. 
Other streets have been paved in the same 
manner. 
After such large expenditures, it 
is clearly the duty of the Common Council 
to protect these streets from injury and keep 
them in good order. 
But every one knows 
that Union avenue has not been kept in good 
order and is now in bad condition. 
The 
Common Council passes resolutions orderin 
about twice as much work on the streets as 
the working force employed by the city can 
do, nnd the result is the work is not don 
For want of attention on the part of the city 
authorities, wagons carrying seven tons or 
more, with the ordinary narrow tire, are al­ 
lowed to uso the avenue and cut it to pie 
ces. Unless this practice is promptly stopped, 
Union Avenue, which should be a fine drive, 
will soon be in a worse condition than an or­ 
dinary country road, and the property which 
has paid large assessments for the purpose of 
having good streets will be greatly injured. 
In no other city in the state will teams be 
permitted to draw such heavy loads without 
using wide tire. 
The stone teamsters may 
claim that they have a right to use Union 
avenue, and other paved streets, but it may 
be said that twenty thousand people residing 
in this city also have some rights in the streets 
which 
they 
have 
paid 
for. 
It 
the 
stone teams must use Union-avenue it should 
be under such regulations as to width of 
tire, as w iil prevent them from destroying 
the avenue. 
As the matter now stands the 
city might better pay four times the cost of 
transferring these slonc from the stone tram­ 
way at W ilbur to other places in the creek, 
rather 
than have Union avenue ruined. 
Nothing is more important to the city than 
good streets, and the Common Council can­ 
not act too quickly in this important matter. 


U nder the new M assachusetts license law hotels 
are placed under very strict m ies. They can sell 
liquor onlv to guests. To be a guest one m ust reg­ 
ister and hire a room. The m ere act of registering 
is not sufficient. Probably the M assachusetts land­ 
lord will rent a room to “guests” two or three min­ 
utes, for a cent, and make a discount of a penny on 
yie drink for cash. - Elm ira A dvertiser. 
It is a singular fact that in relation to every 
law for the restriction of the liquor traffic 
there is universal expectation of devices for 
evading and breaking it. 
It is not so with 
laws on other subjects. 
All persons are sub­ 
jected to legal restrictions, which may prove 
more or less inconvenient according to cir­ 
cumstances. 
But 
they 
do 
not 
all 
go 
to 
work 
to 
nullify 
disagreeable laws 
thus 
putting 
themselves 
among 
the 
criminal classes. 
It is reserved almost exclu 
sively for the liquor trade to do this. 
There 
never was a law enacted in relation to the 
business which it did not violate and defy. 
Even the Sabbath, which all other vocations 
respect and observe, is regarded by it as an 
infringement upon valuable time, which is 
needed for business purposes. 
And yet sa­ 
loon men are surprised that the people regard 
their business as an evil and call for stouter 
laws against it. 
It is time to talk about en 
forciug existing laws, since the prospect of 
getting belter ones is not very flattering just 
at present. 
And if liquor men do not desire 
more stringent legislation, they should at 
least set the example of law-abiding citizens. 
The 
American 
people 
do 
not 
like 
delilierate, 
persistent 
and 
profcs 
sional criminals. 
Aud every law-breaker is 
a criminal. Here is a definition of “Crime" 
from 
Webster; “ Any violation of law, 
either divine or human; an omission of a duty 
which is commanded, or the commission of 
an act which is forbidden by law.” 
And a 
“ Criminal” is one who is “guilty of crime; 
tainted 
with crime.” 
The Massachusetts 
landlord who adopts the device suggested in 
the quotation at the beginning of this article, 
makes a criminal of himself, and society will 
not fail to put the brand upon him.

THE MONEY FEATURE IS CRONIN’S CASE. 


The Chicago correspondent of the New 
York Sun presents a history of Alexander 
Sullivan’s transactions. 
The narrative was 
furnished by Mortimer Scanlan, the Criminal 
Court Bailiff, and Patrick Cavanagh, to 
Judge Longnecker, as an incentive to him to 
seize the books of the defunct Traders' Bank 
and submit them to the grand jury for an 
examination of the individual accounts. They 
expect that in the process the account of Sul­ 
livan will turn up. 
’Their story is that Sullivan, while he was 
a member of the Clan-na-Gael triumvirate, 
went to Paris and demanded of Patrick Egan, 
then an exile in that city, $100,000 to carry 
out the aims of the physical force men in the 
United States. 
After long negotiations, in 
which Sullivan threatened to disrupt every 
Irish society in America and inaugurate 
revolution, 
he 
got 
the 
money, 
which 
was 
paid 
out 
of 
the 
funds of 
the 
Irish National League of which Egan was 
Treasurer,"and^brought the full amount to 
Chicago. 
There he turned over $18.000 to 
the Clan-na-Gael. aud deposited $82,000 in 
the Traders’ Bank. 
Seanlan discovered this 
fact when the bank’s affairs went into the 
hands of the Sheriff. 
Bryan L. Smith, rt 
ceiver of the bank, confirms the statement 
that $82,000 was placed to Sullivan’s personal 
ucceunt, nnd was afterwards drawn out by 
checks. 
Mr. Smith not only proposes to put 
the book3 in the hands of the grand jury, but 
to assist in their examination. 
It was this defalcation of Sullivan’s that 
Cronin was engaged in tracing when he was 
murdered. 
He hud caused one or more in 
vestigations to be made and had once brought 
Sullivan to trial, but this proceeding was a 
farce, and an acquilal was secured by work 
ing largely 
on 
the 
religious 
prejudices 
of members 
of the 
committee. 
Cronin 
was 
not 
satisfied 
and 
renewed 
his charges, disseminating them through the 
different camps of the society, and proposing 
to submit the whole subject to the conven­ 
tion which is to meet in Philadelphia in 
July. 
As he was winning supporters daily, 
the outlook for Sullivan was uncomfortable. 
Cronin was the most dangerous man among 
his enemies, because he had given attention 
to the embezzlement for years, and was pre­ 
pared with a full array of evidence to press 
his charges. 
The different Clan-na-Gael societies in the 
country are sending in their denials of com­ 
plicity with the crime, and of the charge that 
their order is a murder machine. 
There 
is every wish [to accept this 
as truth, 
for it is unpleasant to believe that men who 
are regarded as good citizens, but who ac­ 
knowledge membership in the organization, 
#re abettors of a plan for inflicting the death 
penalty by a process not known to the law, 
and which would put the life of every citizen 
In danger who had the ill luck to offend it.

Memorial Day is being as generally ob­ 
served in tliis City and in l ister Count}' to­ 
day as at any time since the great leader of 
the Union armies told the men of the South 
to keep their horses as they “ would need 
them to cultivate the fields" and thus em­ 
phasized the sentiment that peace was more 
to be desired than war. 
Along the Hudson 
Valley and in the valleys between the 
C a ts ­ 
kills and the Shawangunks to day little chil­ 
dren, bearing in their hands Nature's fairest 
offerings, have been escorted by army veter­ 
ans to the village cemeteries and to family 
burial grounds and have covered with beau­ 
tiful flowers the graves of the soldier dead. 
The day may well be called Memorial Day. 
To those who lived in the stirring times of 
the struggle for the preservation of the Union 
it brings many memories. 
The mind reverts 
back to the time when the news came of the 
firing on Fort Sumter; to the time when the 
patriots of the Old Twentieth Regiment ral­ 
lied around the starry banner and their stand­ 
ard emblazoned “ This Hand for Our Coun­ 
try ’’ 
and under 
their 
gallant 
leader. 
Colonel 
George 
\V. 
Pratt. 
marched 
away like the minute-men of the Revolution. 
It goes bark to the time of the formation of 
the One Hundred and Twentieth Regiment, 
with the recruiting and brief encampment 
here and then the march to "Dixie.-' 
Mem­ 
ory also goes back to the formation of the 
One Hundred and Fifty-Sixth Regiment and 
the departure of its members in the night time 
and without the cheers and tears that charac­ 
terized the departure of their predecessors. 
M emories come of the war meetings; of the 
hoisting of flags on church steeples; of the 
great battles and of the news of the surrender 
of Lee, when the church bells of the North 
rang out that one of the grandest struggles 
tor the preservation of human liberty ever 
fought hail been successfully concluded and 
"the tioys were coming home.” And then 
the home comings, with triumphal arches in 
the streets and the cheers for the soldiers. 
These memories are not the only ones, how 
ever. 
The gray haired mother whose son 
sleeps beneath the little mound that to-day is 
marked with the emblem of his country 
and is covered with beautiful flowers lias 
memories that no heart but hers can feel. 
There were sad-faced women in the various 
cemeteries here to-dav whose lives are sad­ 
dened by the memories of those who sleep 
there and others whose love and hopes lie in 
unmarked graves in the South. 
The old 
veterans also have memories that none but 
themselves can know. They have a practice 
knowledge of what a love of country and 
patriotism means. To them it has been sorm 
thing more than a sentiment, a waving of 
tings, a burst of oratory or the recitation 
an epic poem. 
They know something of the 
whiz of bullets, the shriek of a shell, 
the 
groans of the dying, the terrors of the ampu 
tation table and the prison pen. 
As tli 
close 
up their ranks 
and 
march 
on 
Memorial Day, 
each 
year goes 
bv 
younger people may say: "Those old sol 
diers are still fighting the war of the Rebel 
lion.” 
So they are but only in memory, for 
to-day the men who wore the bine and those 
who wore the butternut and gray are more 
nearly united in thought and sentiment, as 
regards the perpetuity of Republican institu 
tions, than ever they were before the sl.iv 
holder’s rebellion. 
Although to some peo 
pie the Day has been divested, by the lapse of 
time,of much of its seriousness,its celebration 
has become so general that it rivals the Fourth 
of July as a day for the exhibition of patriot 
ism. 
Accounts of exercises held here and 
elsewhere follow: 


D E T A I L S O F T H E D A Y H E R E . 
The pupils of 
Kingston Academy and 
Schools Nos. 5, 8, 11 and 15 gathered in their 
school grounds this forenoon and later on 
under the escort of veterans, appointed by 
Pratt Post, G. A. R., and bearing large quun 
tities of flowers, marched to Wiltwyck and 
other cemeteries in the upper portion of the 
City and decorated the graves of soldiers 
At the Zion A. M. E. Church there was 
large gathering of colored people, who, un 
der the escoit of Quartermaster Sergeant 
George F. Kiersled, decorated the graves of 
colored soldiers in the various cemeteries and 
burial places.

those w ho accom 
panied the war veterans there were men, wo 
men and children, w ho went to the various 
cemeteries and placed flowers upon the grave 
of deceased friends and relatives.

ternoon the members of Pratt Post assembler 
at the City Hall, formed it) line and header

James E. Phinncy marched 
down Union-avenue to Holmes street coun 
tcrmarched up Union avenue to Albany ave 
nue, and countermarched down Union-ave 
nue to the City Hall w here a collation, pre 
pared by the Ladies’ Relief Corns, was par 
taken of. 
The residences of citizens nlon 
the route were decorated with flags. 
Thr 
Mayor and Members of the Common Coun 
cil reviewed the parade as it went up Union 
avenue. 
It was about 0:15 o’clock when a detail 
from General Grant Post, headed by Senior 
Vice-Commander Urban Hamburger and 
drum corps, left Post headquarters on The 
Strand and marched to Ulster Academy. Gn 
the corner of W orts and Spring-streets the 
f rocessinn was joined by scholars of School 
)istrict No. 2. in charge of Principal Eadit 
Each pupil carried a bouquet of flowers. On 
the corner of Spring and Ilone-streets th 
procession was further enlarged by thescho! 
ars of the day school connected with the 
Lutheran Church, who also carried flow­ 
ers.

Memorial Day is being as generally ob­ 
served in this City and in Ulster County to­ 
day as at any time since Hie great leader of 
the Union armies told the men of the South 
to keep their horses as they “ would need 
them lo cultivate the fields" and thus em­ 
phasized the sentiment that nonce was more 
to be desired than war. 
Along the Hudson 
Valley and in the valleys between the Cats­ 
kills and the Shawnngunks to day little chil­ 
dren, bearing in their hands Nature's fairest 
offerings, have been escorted by army veter­ 
ans to the village cemeteries and to family 
burial grounds and have covered with beau­ 
tiful How ors the graves of the soldier dead. 
The day may well be called Memorial Day. 
To those who lived in the stirring times of 
the struggle for the preservation of the Union 
it brings many memories. 
The mind reverts 
back lo the time when the news came of the 
tiring on Fort Sumter; to the time when the 
patriots of the Old Twentieth Regiment ral 
lied around the starry banner and their stand

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MEMORIAL DAY EXERCISES. 


D EA D H E R O E S OF T H E W A R R E M E M ­ 
BER ED H ER E AN D ELSEW H ER E. 


M em ories of a Quarter of a Century A go — 
The Going Away and the H om e ComiDg 
O f U lster County R egim ents—W hat A. T. 
C learw ater, J. J. Llnson and Others Said. 


Memorial Day is being as generally ob­ 
served in ibis City and in Ulster County to­ 
day as at any time since the great leader of 
the Union armies told the men of the South 
to keep their horses as they “ would need 
them to cultivate the fields” and thus em­ 
phasized the sentiment that peace wa£ more 
to be desired than war. Along the Hudson 
Valley and in the valleys between the Cats­ 
kills and the Shawangunks to-day little chil­ 
dren, bearing in their hands Nature’s fairest 
offerings, have been escorted by army veter­ 
ans to the village cemeteries and to family 
burial grounds and have covered with beau­ 
tiful flowers the graves of the soldier dead. 
The day may well be called Memorial Day. 
To those w ho lived in the stirring times of 
the struggle for the preservation of the Union 
it brings many memories. The mind reverts 
back to the time when the news came of the 
tiring on Fort Sumter; to the time when the 
patriots of the Old Twentieth Regiment ral­ 
lied around the starry banner and their stand 
ard emblazoned “ This Hand for Our Coun­ 
try ” 
and under their gallant leader. 
Colonel 
George 
\Y. 
Pratt, 
marched 
away like the minute-men of the Revolution. 
It. goes back to the time of the formation of 
the One Hundred and Twentieth Regiment, 
with the recruiting ami brief encampment 
here and then the march to “ Dixie.” Mem 
ory also goes back to the formation of the 
One Hundred and Fifty-Sixth Regiment and 
the departure of its members in the night time 
and without the cheers arid tears that chante 
terized the departure of their predecessors 
Memories eotne of the war meetings; of the 
hoisting of flags on church steeples; of the 
great battles and of the news of the surrender 
of Lee, when the church bells of the North 
rang out that one of the grandest struggle 
lor the preservation of human liberty ever 
fought had been successfully concluded and 
"‘the boys were coming home.” And then 
the homecomings, with triumphal arches in 
the streets and the cheers for the soldiers. 
These memories are not the only ones, how 
ever. The gray haired mother whose son 
sleeps beneatH the little mound that to-day is 
marked with the emblem of liis country 
and is covered with beautiful flowers has 
memories that no heart but hers can feel. 
There were sad-faced women in the various 
cemeteries here to-dav whose lives ate sad 
dened by the memories of those who sleep 
there and others whose love and hopes lie in 
unmarked graves in the South. The old 
veterans also linve memories that none but 
themselves can know. They have a practical 
knowledge of what a love of country and 
patriotism means. To them it has been some­ 
thing more titan a sentiment, a waving of 
flags, a burst of oratory or the recitation of 
an epic poem. They know something of the 
whiz of bullets, the shriek of a shell, the 
groans of the dying, the terrors of the ampu 
tation table and the prison pen. As they 
close up their ranks and 
march on 
Memorial Day, a^ each 
year goes by, 
younger people may say: “Those old sol 
diers are still lighting the war of the Rebel 
iiou.” So they are but only in memory, for 
to-day the men who wore the blue aud those 
who wore the butternut and gray are more 
nearly united in thought and sentiment, as 
regards the perpetuity of Republican institu 
tions, than ever they were before the slave 
holder's rebellion. Although to some peo 
pie the Day lias been divested, bv the lapse of 
lime,of much of its seriousness,its celebration 
has become so general that it rivals the Fourth 
of July as a day for the exhibition of patriot 
ism. Accounts of exercises held here and 
elsewhere follow:

The Hon. John J. Linson, of Kings 
ton, delivered an oration. He said in part: 
As year after year rolls round, name after name 
disappears from the roster. Even those who es­ 
caped the bullets of the Confederacy must yield to 
the scythe of time. As each successive Memorial 
Lay recurs, fewer and fewer old comrades will 
march to the graves of those who have gone before 
T he crash of the lofty oak reminds the D*sS conspic­ 
uous, though equally honorable members of the lor- 
est of the inevitable decay inherent iu the creatures 
of Nature. Not long ago, im Memorial Day, the whole 
Nation was glad to know that the great 'Captain of 
the age, the grave and silent man. whose tenacity of 
purpose and tremendous energy of warfare literally 
wore out the Southern legioi s. was among us to 
weep for the fallen and rejoice with the survivors. 
But tin: great heart that heat within the bosom of 
Grant is stilled, and on the banks of our own noble 
Hudson his comrades strew flowers on his grave to­ 
day. Hancock, too, the hero of Gettysburg, h 
whose honor as a soldier and a gentleman even the 
shadow of a reproach never rested, Meade. McClel­ 
lan. and. since our last anniversary, Sheridan 
have passed away. The boys are followin 
their 
old 
commanders, 
and 
time 
flv so rapidly that it will not lie long before a few 
aged men w ill be left alone noted in each community 
as being the little band of survivors of the great 
civil war. Two questions naturally arise in this con­ 
nection, of which the first is : What is the duty of 
the Republic to the survivors ofthe war ? 
Nobody pretends that the value of the service of 
the veterans can t)e measured in dollars aud cents. 
The existence of the Nation was at stake. If it fell 
the last experimen' of free government was a fail 
lire, because of its want of low er to sustain itsdf. 
With the dissoluti *n of the Union, and the estab­ 
lishment of two general governments in place of 
one, the gradual breaking up of the whole Federal 
system became inevitable, and the wav was made 
clear for anarchy, like that of the South American 
States, 
making 
the 
feeble commonwealths 
which remained easy prey to the cupidity of 
the great powers of Europe. No such peril had con­ 
fronted the American people since the surrender of 
Cornwallis. The whole world stood still, spectators 
of the contest which was to determine the startling 
question of the advancement or retrogression of a 
race: the growth or decay of a nation. To those 
who accepted the challenge of the mailed hand of 
slavery the successful solution of the problem is 
due. The resources of rhetoric have bee n exhausted 
on this subject liefore. There is no need now to en 
large on the debt of gratitude which the Nation 
owes. As the feet of the veterans of the war draw 
near the goal of lib* it is the bounien duty of us, 
whose heritage of constitutional government was 
preserved by their prowess, to see to it that so far as 
rests within our power they sustain no loss by rea­ 
son of tho time and service they gave in upholding 
the honor of the flag and the integrity of theUnion. 
It would be a burning shame and disgrace to the Re­ 
public if in old age, when by reason of hardships and 
privations, acting perhaps invisibly, but not less sure­ 
ly. the old solders wen* unable to compete in the kern 
competition of life with younger men and those who 
remained at home,the former should be deserted by 
those who owe them all, or should even be treated 
as mere pensioners on the Ijounty of the Country. 
To take care of the needy and deserving veteran "is 
not a bounty nr a favor. It is a sacred and a solemn 
duty resting on the shoulders of the whole people to 
which th-ir faith and credit stands assurelv pledged 
as any obligation which a Nation could assume. 
1 would not deny that schemes have been proposed 
by interested parties—not themselves soldiers— 
which have the imprint more of speculation than of 
patriotism. Nor thut frauds have been attempted 
and 
practiced 
upon 
the 
Government 
which deserve 
the 
condemnation of 
all 
honest men. But these exceptional instances, few 
and far la-tween, form no reason why a just and 
honorable course should not be pursued iu dealing 
wilh those whom the whole land should delight to 
honor, to the end that the proverbial saying that 
“Republics are ungrateful’' shall Is* relegated to the 
limbo of the discredited and exploded. I feel strong 
ly on this subject, and I believe with reason. The 
debt which tDe Nation owes its soldiers can never be 
fiaiJ, but every honorable effort must be made to 
essen the obligation. 
At Marlborough, the members of Ketcham 
Post decorated Hie graves of comrades, before 
going to Highland, in tlic Riverside and 
Ci dar Hill cemeteries.

GEN. GATES SPEAKS AT SAUGERTIES. 
At Saugerties nearly every place of bttsi 
ncsss was closed. Flags were displayed. The 
mcmbeisof J. Rudolph Tappen Post, No.

SERVICES AT WOODSTOCK. 
The memorial services at Woodstock were 
held in the Reformed Church. 
A. T. 
Clearwater, of this City, delivered the ad­ 
dress. Alluding to the remarks of Bishop 
Potter at the celebration at the late Centen­ 
nial, and to the comments on the same, the 
speaker said : 
The recent celebration of the one hundredth anni­ 
versary of the inauguration of the first President of 
the Republic has been the occasion of the utterance 
of most gloomy views regarding the present moral 
tone of the Nation; views that have been cordially 
endorsed by many, and bitterly condemned by 
others. A moderate acquaintance with the me­ 
moirs, letters and diaries of Washington, Jay, 
Hamilton, Morris, Lafayette and others of their 
contemporaries and of 'the true history of their 
time; a fair knowledge of the motives actuating 
men prominent in public life to-day cannot but con 
vi"ce those who are honestly seeking the truth.that, 
while the vast 
mass of our people is as 
sound at heart as were their ancestors a 
century ago, the self-constituted and 
self- 
styled 
leaders of affairs are an infinitely 
smaller and far less admirable class of men. Self con­ 
sciousness, intrigue, revenge and the acquisition of 
wealth by questionable means are by them regard­ 
ed as virtues, rather than as something akin to vice. 
Th ir example is unfortunate; their imitators, even 
in the narrowest field, are many. And to he who re­ 
gards tbein as they do themselves—representative 
citizens of the Commonwealth—tho outlook is dis­ 
heartening indeed. But viewed in proper perspec­ 
tive, seen in their true relations to the State, they 
sink into that insignificance to which the inevitable 
logic of events and the unerring verdict of history, 
since the dawn of civilization, has ever consigned 
tbeir kind. The true representatives of the great­ 
ness of America áre to be found among tho-e who 
contribute by their hands or braius to the advance­ 
ment of her prosperity and to the causes of indus­ 
try. commerce, science, art, civilization and hu­ 
manity. Destructive ability is as common as dark­ 
ness. Creative force alone is true genius, and he 
only is creative, for whose living the world 
is better, even though he but cause two 
blades of grass to grow where one grew before. 
While, therefore,the situation deserves much of the 
criticism it has received at the hands of the clergy 
and the press, it is by no means so bad as the despon­ 
dent words of its critics would seem to indicate. 
The heroic sacrifice of life which the entire Nation 
is at this moment commemorating, is one of the 
strongest proofs, if the evidence be needed, that the 
American people are animated by high purposes, 
and that m the long run be atone will receive and 


retain tbeir regard who shows his fitness by conduct 
inspired by the loftiest ideals of character and of 
action. No country can be altogether going to the 
dogs whose entire people, restless and anxious in 
the pursuit of wealth, will lay asltie its cares and 
cease from its toils to pay a tribute to memory of it* 
departed defenders, and to lay garlands Upon the 
sepulchre of its heroic dead. The vieHs, however, 
of the influential and well-meaning censors should 
be received in the kindly spirit in which they were 
offered. It is the province of the clergy aud the 
press to point out what they regard as the errors 
and evil tendencies of the time. But in striking 
contrast to the views thus recently advanced were, 
it seems to me, the almost prophetic utterances 
of one of the warmest English triends America 
ever had, who has lately gone to his last abode— 
John Bright. In his great speech at Birmingham, 
in speaking of our country, he said: “1 have another 
and far brighter vision bgfore my gaze. It may be 
but a vision, but I will cherish it. I see one vast con­ 
federation stretching from the frozen North in un­ 
broken line to the glowing South, and from the wild 
billows of the Atlantic westward to the calmer 
waters of the Pacific main. And I see one people, 
and one law and one language and.one faith; and 
over all that wide continent the home of freedom 
and a refuge of the oppressed of every race and 
tcry clime.” And Michael Chevalier, a distin­ 
guished Frenchman and a careful student of affairs, 
who. in a comparatively recent paper relative to 
America, said: “History shows that the civilizaiion 
on which we depend is subject to a general law 
which makes Us journey by halts in the manner of 
armies in the direction of the Occident, making the 
sceptre pass successively into the hands of the na­ 
tions more worthy to hold it, more strong and more 
able to ¿employ It for the general good.” So 
it 
seems 
that 
the 
supreme 
authority 
Is about to escape from \Yestern and Central 
Europe to pass to the New World. In the northern 
part of the other hemisphere off shoots of the Eu­ 
ropean race have founded a vigorous society, full of 
sap, whose influence grows with a rapidity that has 
never yet been seen anywhere. In crossing the 
ocean it has left behind, on the soil of old Europe, 
traditions, prejudices and usages, which, as impedi­ 
ments heavy to move, would have embarrassed its 
movements and retarded its progressive march. 
In about 30years the United States will have, ac 
cording to all probaoility, 100,000,0)0 of population, 
in possession of the most powerful means, distrib­ 
uted over a territory which would make France 15 
or Hi times over, and of th j most wonderful dispo­ 
sition. Vainly do the occidental and central na­ 
tions of Europe attribute to themselves a primacy, 
which, in their vanity, they think sheltered from 
events and eternal, as if there was anything eter­ 
nal in the grandeur and prosperity of societies, the 
work of man. 
500 IN LINE AT ROSEN DALE. 
At Rosendale the day was observed in 
manner never before equalled there. Ser 
vices were held in St. Peter’s Church, and a 
procession numbering over 500 marched from 
tlie village to the Rosendale Plains Cemetery, 
where appropriate exercises were held.

IN NEW -YORK CITY. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
New-York, May 30.—Decoration Day 
opened dark aud gloomy-looking and with 
frequent showers. As the day advanced, 
however, the rain ceased but the sky still had 
a threatening appearance. All business was 
suspended, the offices of the City Depart 
menls and banks, down-town business offices 
and exchanges were all closed for the day. 
The Custom House was open an hour in the 
morning for the entry and clearance of ves 
seis. The distinctive feature of the day was 
the parade of the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic. The streets were thronged with people 
and on the public buildings,and many private 
ones flags were flying at half-mast. The re­ 
viewing stands were well tilled before the pa 
rade started from Fifty-Eighth-street. The 
line of march was a short one, down Fifth 
avenue to Fourteenth-street, and thence to 
Broadway and around Union Square. The 
most elaborate feature of the decorations was 
at Union Square, where the Lincoln Statue 
was beautifully adorned. Around the base 
and within the railing verbenas, geraniums 
and flowering plants were massed 
a 
solid 
bank. 
The 
pedestal 
was 
covered with bunches of flowers, laurel leaves 
and green vines, with insignia of war traced 
in flowers. The Washington Statue, also at 
Union Square, was beautifully decorated, and 
the Seventh Regiment Monument,in the west 
drive in Central Park, was also a great centre 
of attraction.to lovers of flowers as tributes to 
the patriotic dead. Grand Marshal William 
P. Walton started the column at Fifty-Fifth- 
street and Fifth-avenue at 9 o’clock. General 
O. Ü. Howard headed the procession with 
battalion of marines aud soldiers from 
the various military stations in the 
harbor and from the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. The First Brigade of the National 
Guard under command of General Louis 
Fitzgerald, followed. The regiments were in 
the following order: Seventh Regiment, 
Colonel Emmons Clark; Eighth Regiment.

We are trying to do something tor the immi­ 
grants, In a little time many of these foreigners 
will use the ballot: They are going to aid in making 
the laws that govern us and we want to do what we 
can towards helping them to become good citizens. 
Mrs. Kennard Chandler, of New-York 
City, Secretary of the Bureau of Immigration 
of the Women’s Home Missionary Society, 
spoke on “Our Work Among the Immi; 
grants.” She strongly urged the importance 
oi prompt missionary work among foreign 
ers when they first came to America and 
gave many illustrations of the good work 
done by the Society in that branch of it§ 
labor. The attendance of peopie at the three 
sessions held was not large but the members 
of the Society derived much encouragement 
in their work. The newly organized Kings­ 
ton District Society starts out on what is be­ 
lieved will lie a most successful career.
